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DETAILED ACTION 



Reissue Applications 



1 . Applicant is reminded of the continuing obligation under 37 CFR 1 . 1 78(b), to 
timely apprise the Office of any prior or concurrent proceeding in which Patent No. 
5,667,291 is or was involved. These proceedings would include interferences, reissues, 
reexaminations, and litigation. 

Applicant is further reminded of the continuing obligation under 37 CFR 1 .56, to 
timely apprise the Office of any information which is material to patentability of the 
claims under consideration in this reissue application. 

These obligations rest with each individual associated with the filing and 
prosecution of this application for reissue. See also MPEP §§ 1404, 1442.01 and 
1442.04. 

Claims 54-56 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 251 as being an improper recapture 
of broadened claimed subject matter surrendered in the application for the patent upon 
which the present reissue is based. See Hester Industries, Inc. v. Stein, Inc., 142 F.3d 
1472, 46 USPQ2d 1641 (Fed. Cir. 1998); In re Clement, 131 F.3d 1464, 45 USPQ2d 
1161 (Fed. Cir. 1997); Ball Corp. v. United States, 729 F.2d 1429, 1436, 221 USPQ 
289, 295 (Fed. Cir. 1984). A broadening aspect is present in the reissue, which was not 
present in the application for patent. The record of the application for the patent shows 
that the broadening aspect (in the reissue) relates to subject matter that applicant 
previously surrendered during the prosecution of the application. Accordingly, the 
narrow scope of the claims in the patent was not an error within the meaning of 35 
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U.S.C. 251 , and the broader scope surrendered in the application for the patent cannot 
be recaptured by the filing of the present reissue application. 

Claims 54-56 as noted in applicant's remarks correspond to previously numbered 
claims 21 ,22, and 36 without the limitation of an aspheric lens. The addition of the 
aspheric lens was a limitation added to claim 1 during the prosecution of the application 
for patent. The record of the application for patent shows that claims 54 and 56 
correspond to claim 1 of the application for patent as originally filed while claim 56 
correspond to claim 7. The addition of the aspheric lens limitation was added to claim 1 
of the application for patent to patentably distinguish over the art of record and therefore 
the broader scope surrendered in the application cannot be recaptured by the addition 
of these claims. 



2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 



A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the 
United States before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent, or on an international application 
by another who has fulfilled the requirements of paragraphs (1), (2), and (4) of section 371 (c) of this 
title before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent. 



The changes made to 35 U.S.C. 102(e) by the American Inventors Protection Act 
of 1999 (AlPA) do not apply to the examination of this application as the application 
being examined was not (1 ) filed on or after November 29, 2000, or (2) voluntarily 
published under 35 U.S.C. 122(b). Therefore, this application is examined under 35 
U.S.C. 102(e) prior to the amendment by the AlPA (pre-AlPA 35 U.S.C. 102(e)). 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 
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3. Claims 23,28/23,29/28/23,31/23,32/31 /23,54-56 are rejected under 35 

U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by LI et al. (5,430,620). LI et al. shows in Fig. 1(c) a 
lightweight light guide or fiber bundle, see col.7, lines 21-27 with an output end "7" in a 
lightweight housing "8" having a single lens "9" producing a beam within approximately 
12 inches of the housing "8" and a removable headgear attaching means "3". With 
regards to claims 28/23,29/28/23,31/23, and 32/31/23 see Fig.1 (d) which shows 
eyeglasses "50" and a removable clip "42" with a pivot attachment "3" as shown in 
Fig. 1(c). 

Allowable Subjisct Matter 

4. Claims 1 -22,24-27, and 33-53 are allowed. 

Response to Arguments 

5. Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 23,28,29,31 and 32 have been 
considered but are moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection. Contrary to 
applicant's arguments LI et al. does not directly teach away from using fiber optic 
bundles as noted in Li et als. disclosure in col.7, lines 21-27 and col. 9, lines 48-53 
where it is stated that a single fiber or small fiber bundle may be used.
